in ull the materials and labor they consume is teaching them some- 
thing may be they are going to leiira. II they are all like the 
afternoon dailies of Louisville they most 
certainly 
will. 
These 


have entered into an agreement to stop the waste of paper 
stock 


and make the subscription side less of a loss than it has heretofore 
been by raising the price of a copy from one to two cents. 
Instead 


of giving the newsboys all the papers they can earVy out they will 
be allowed only such number as their past sales show'they can dis- 
pose of and they will be credited with only a certoin percentage 
of returns. 


Their course may seem extreme, but it is fully 
justified by 


the enormous increase of the expenses 
of production. 
Paper 


alone has risen over 100 per cent above what was its figure a year 
ago. 
Thia means with the average daily that it is being sold be- 


low the worth of the white paper alone, to say nothing of the to- 
tal cost of production. Nor is this yet all the loss, for taking out, 
the commission allowed to the newsboys and' the privilege 
of re- 


turns the net figure no more than equals half the" cost of the white 
paper. 
Manufacturers claim the increased cost of paper is made 


through the scarcity of labor iu Canada, where most of the 
pulp

Sir Douglas Haig, the 


British commander in chief in France, gives the British troops dom- 
ination of the highest point overlooking the Plateau on which the 
German lines extend to the eastward. 


Some of the most stubborn fighting in the recent British of- 


fensive which now has lasted nearly a month, has occurred in the 
streets of this village, which the Germans .have fortified until it 
became one strongest points of their line. 


Every house had to be iought for and taken separately and the 


British, after obtaining possession of a considerable portion of the 
village, were subjected to severe counter attacks which they with- 
stood successfully for several days and then in turn again took the 
initiative until the whole place fell before their onslaught. 


The German general staff regarded the possession of Pozieres 


of such importance that they even 
brought reinforcements of 


troops which had been fighting in the Verdun sector, and these held 
tenaciously to part of the village until driven out or captured in 
the hand to hand fighting.

Hinterliter was bound over 


to the grand jury without 
bond yesterday by a coroner's 
jury, which held him re- 
sponsible for the girl's death. 
Hinterliter began calling on the 


girl about ten months ago, when 
:he came to Olney from Paoli, Ind., 
to live with her sister, Mrs. Bert 
Faneher. 
Last Friday evening 


the couple went 
driving. The 


girl is said to liai'e died under an 
old elm tree two miles from town. 
Doctors say she was dead when 
she was placed in the -buggy for 
the ride to the sanitarium. 


"\Ye were getting near town 


when she said, 'Soy, I feel bad,' " 
Hinterliter told 
the physicians. 


"Then she fell over in my lap and 
I rubbed her hands and feet hut 
could not 'bring her to." 


At an autopsy no marks of vio- 


lence were found but it developed 
that the girl was soon to become 
a mother. Examination failed to 
reveal an attempt at 
an illegal 


operation. The stomach was ex- 
amined. No trace of poison was 
found. Then one of the examining 
doctors stuck a probe into au ar- 
tery, and a bubble burst. It was 
said by the physicians that only 
two things' known 
to medical 


science would cause embolism in 
the arteries, faulty injection by a 
hypodermic needle or. a lesion of 
a lung.

The body was examined care- 


fully. There was no needle mark 
nor lesion of the lungs. The brain 


was also found to be full of water. 


Further evidence of the state's 


theory was furnished when a man 
from a neighboring town came to 
State Attorney Morris' office with 
a package containing an instru- 
ment used in performing illegal 
operations. He said he had seen 
one of the boy friends of Hinter- 
liter pick it up under an old elm 
tree and had taken it from him, 
thinking it might have some bear- 
ing on the case.

Uncle Badly Hurt 
At Firebrick, Ohio 


THE DEAD 


Calvin Jenkins, 19, skull crashed and he died almost in- 


stantly. 


THE INJURED 


John Jenkins, 48, married, and uncle of Calvin Jenkins, 


injured through the chest and abdomen. Internal injuries may 
prove fatal. 


Henry Heller, 45, married, bruised about body. 
Thomas Hughes, 20, single, suffered minor bruises. 
All parties reside at Firebrick, Lawrence county, Ohio.

John Jenkins was reported resting easily this afternoon. His 


physician, Dr. A. G. Stevens, says it will be fully 24 hours before 
the extent of his internal injuries will be determined. Calvin Jen- 
kins, who was killed outright, was a nephew of Mrs. George Holman 
of 1327 Kinney's Lane, this city. The dead man also had a brother, 
Jack Jenkins, who is employed by the Whitaker-Glessner company 
and a sister, Mas Gladys Jenkins, who is employed in the Washing- 
ton hotel. John Jenkins, who was so badly hurt in the accident, 
is a brother of Mrs. Holman. 


In one of the worst grade crossing accidents in the history of 


Lawrence county, which occurred at 6:30 Tuesday evening at Fire- 
brick, one man, Calvin Jenkins, was killed outright, his uncle, John 
Jenkins, was perhaps fatally injured and Thomas Hughes and John 
Heller suffered bruises and cuts when an automobile in which they 
were riding was struck by an extra westbound B. & 0. S. W. freight. 


The accident occurred near what is known as Black Snake 


Curve, said to be the most dangerous crossing on the B. 4 0. S. W. 
The scene of the fatal accident, in which one man lost his life and, 
another was dangerously injured and two other men had narrow 
escapes from tragic deaths, is located 
five 
miles east of South 


Webster. 


PARENTS SEE TERRIBLE TRAGEDY 


Mr. and Mrs. Edward Jenkins, parents of Calvin Jenkins, were 


sitting in a swing on the front porch of their home and were eye 
witnesses to the crossing tragedy: They were unaware of the fact 
that their son, Calvin Jenkins, WM in the machine and had heen 
killed until a neighbor boy ran screaming to their home and broke 
the sad news to them. When Mr. and Mrs. Jenkins reached the 
crossing, which is but a few yards from their home, they found 
thoir son lifeless and covered with blood. 


HELLER SAVES COMPANION 


John Jenkins and Henry Heller were thrown on the pilot of 


the engine when the impact took place, and all that saved Jenkins 
from being ground to hits under the wheels of the engine was that 
Heller held him until the train stopped, Jenkins being unconsci. 
ous. Two deaths would have attended the regrettable accident but 
ftr the bravery displayed by Heller. 


When the crash came John Jenkins, owner of the machine, a 


Maxwell, was at the wheel of the car, his nephew, Calvin Jenkins, 
was riding in the front seat with him, 
and Henry Heller and 


Thomas Hughes occupied-the back seat. The men were returning 
home from Firebrick when the accident took place. They are em-

British, after obtaining possession of a considerable portion of the 
village, were subjected to severe counter attacks which they with- 
stood successfully for several days and then in turn again took the 
initiative until the whole place fell before their onslaught. 


The German general staff regarded the possession of Pozieres 


of such importance that they-even 
brought reinforcements

troops which had been fighting in the Verdun sector, and these held 
tenaciously to part of the village until driven out or captured in 
the band to' hand fighting.

on the income of .most newspapers, but the lesson, 
severe as it is, 


may not he without its profit. 
Newspapers know best 
how to 


run every business, but their present experience with war prices 
in. all the materials and labor they consume is teaching them some- 
thing may .be they are going .to learn. - If they are all like the 
afternoon dailies of Louisville they most certainly 
will. These 


have entered into an agreement to stop the waste of paper -stock 
imd make the subscription side less of a loss than it has heretofore 
been by raising the price of a copy from one to. two cents. 
Instead 


of giving the newsboys all the papers they can carry, out they will 
be allowed only such number as their past sales -show. they..'cah dis- 
pose of and they will be credited 'with • only 'a' certoii^'peicentage 
of returns. 


Their course may seem extreme, but it is fully 
justified by 


the enormous increase' of the expenses 
of production. 
Paper 


alone has risen over 100 per cent above what was its figure a year 
ago. 
This means with the average daily that it is being sold he- 


low the worth of the white paper alone, to say., nothing of the to- 
tal cost of production. Nor is this yet all the loss, for taking out 
the commission allowed to the newsboys and the privilege 
oJ re- 


turns the net figure no more than equals half the cost of the white 
paper. Manufacturers claim the increased cost of paper is made 
through the scarcity of labor in Canada, where most of the pulp 
comes from,owing to so many men going to the wars, and the rise 
in the price of materials used in production.

Calvin Jenkins Is 
Crushed To Death; 


Uncle Badly Hurt 
At Firebrick, Ohio

Calvin Jenkins, 16, skull crushed and he died almost in- 


stantly.

All parties reside at Firebrick, Lawrence county, Ohio. 


In,one of the wont grade crossing accidents in the history of 


Lawrence county, which occurred at 6:30 Tuesday evening at Fire- 
brick, one man, Calvin Jenkins, was killed outright, his uncle, John 
Jenkins, was perhaps fatally injured and Thomas Hughes and John 
Heller suffered bruises and cuts when an automobile in which they 
were riding was struck by an extra westbound B. & 0. S. W. freight. 


The accident occurred near what is known as Black Snake 


Curve, said to be the most dangerous crossing on the B. Ic 0. S. W. 
The scene of the fatal accident, in which one man lost his life and 
another was dangerously injured and two other men had narrow 
escapes from tragic deaths, is located 
five miles east of South 


Webster. 


PARENTS SEE TERRIBLE TRAGEDY 


Mr. and Mrs. Edward Jenkins, parents of Calvin Jenkins, were 


sitting in a swing on the front porch of their home and were eye 
witnesses to the crossing tragedy. They were unaware of the fact 
that their son, Calvin Jenkins, was in the machine and had been 
killed until a neighbor boy ran screaming to their home and broke 
the sad news to them. When Mr. and Mrs. Jenkins reached trie 
crossing, which is but a few yards from 
their home, they found 


their son lifeless and covered with blood. 


HELLER SAVES COMPANION 


John Jenkins 'and Henry Heller were thrown on the pilot of 


the engine when the impact took place, and all that saved Jenkins 
from being ground to bits under the wheels of the engine was that 
Heller held him until the train stopped, Jenkins being unconsci- 
ous. 
Two deaths would have attended the regrettable accident but 


for the bravery displayed by Heller. 


When the crash came John Jenkins, owner of the machine, a 


Maxwell, was at the wheel of the car, his nephew, Calvin Jenkins, 
was riding in the front seat with him, and Henry Heller and 
Thomas Hughes occupied the back seat. The men were returning 
home from Firebrick when the accident took place. They are em- 
ployed in the plant of the Portsmouth Refractories 
company at 


Firebrick. 


HAD PLANNED EVENING OF PLEASURE 


An evening of pleasure had been 


planned by Calvin Jenkins and 
Tom Hughes But the fatal acci- 
'dent turned the evening into one 
of deepest sorrow. 


John Jenkins, owner 
of 
the 


Maxwell touring car, went to the 
Firebrick postofficc at six o'clock 
to get his usual day's mail. On 
his way home from the office he 
passed his nephew, Hughes and 
Heller, and asked them to ride as 
they were going his way. 
Hughes 


had a phonograph and accompan- 
ied by young Jenkins they were 
going to a neighbor's house to eu- 


joy the evening. The phonograph 
ivas completely demolished in the 
accident. 


According to Jenkins' story he 


neared the crossing at a slow rate 
of speed as he usually did, the 
crossing 
being 
considered 
ex- 


tremely dangerous. He claims he 
stopped his machine and listened 
but none of the party heard the 
train 
approaching. 
They 
then 


started across, and, the automobile 
had gotten directly in the middle 
of the track when the engine hit 
it. The crossing is on a five foot 
grade. 


ENGINEER SAW AUTO ON TRACK 


As the train rounded the curve 


Engineer O'Brien saw the machine 
starting across the track. 
The 


crossing was only about three car 
lengths ahead of the engine when 
the crossing 
came 
into 
sight. 


O'Brien threw on the air emer- 
gency brakes 'but it was impos- 
sible to 'bring the train to a stop 
within such a short distance. The 
train was making its usual time 
of about fifteen miles an 
hour 


through Firebrick when it stnick 
the machine and its passengers.

As the pilot of the engine struck 


the machine it was lifted up and

hurled out as the engine hit the 
car. 
His body ilew through the 


air to the right of the track. Ac- 
cording to Engineer O'Brien who 
was on the same side as Jenkins, 
it looked like Jenkins alighted on 
his head, rebounded, hitting on bis 
feet and again on his head. The 
back of Jenkins' skull w-is crush- 
ed and he died instantly. 


Hughes who was found about 


three car lengths from the cross- 
ing, said that he did not remember
